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Sheriff: Gunman used AK-47 in restaurant attack

CARSON CITY, Nevada 
(AP) — A man with an AK- 
47 assault rifle shot a group 
of five uniformed National 
Guard members eating 
breakfast at a Nevada res¬ 
taurant, killing two of them 
and another person in a 
hail of gunfire. 

The suspect, 32-year-old 
Eduardo Sencion, shot 
himself and later died at a 
hospital. 

Eight people were wound¬ 
ed in the attack in the 
state's capital, three of 
them National Guard 
members. 

The gunman’s motive was 
unclear, but Carson City 
Sheriff Kenny Furlong said 
that “obviously with five out 
of the 11 victims uniformed 
National Guardsmen, that 
has token a priority interest 
in our investigation." 
Sencion worked at his fam¬ 
ily's business in South Lake 
Tahoe, he was not in the 
military, and he had no 
known affiliations with any¬ 


one at the restaurant, Fur¬ 
long said. He also had no 
criminal history. 

Sencion’s family raised 


concerns about his men¬ 
tal health in interviews with 
investigators, Furlong said. 
He did not elaborate. 


The owner of a nearby 
barbecue restaurant de¬ 
scribed a frantic scene in 
which the gunman pulled 
up and immediately shot a 
man on a motorcycle, then 
charged into the restaurant 
where the Guard members 
were meeting. 

Nevada officials first wor¬ 
ried about the violence 
being more widespread. 
They locked down the 
state Capitol and Supreme 
Court buildings for about 
40 minutes, and put extra 
security in place at state 
and military buildings in 
northern Nevada. 

“There were concerns at 
the onset, so we took cer¬ 
tain steps to ensure we had 
the capability to embrace 
an even larger circum¬ 
stance," Furlong said. “At 
this point in time it appears 
to be isolated to this park¬ 
ing lot." 

The restaurant is about four 
miles (6 kilometers) from 
the Guard’s headquarters 
complex. Nevada National 
Guard spokeswoman April 


Conway said she didn’t 
know why the five Guard 
members hod met at the 
restaurant. 

At a Reno hospital, service 
members gathered, wait¬ 
ing for word on those killed 
and hurt. A hospital spokes¬ 
man said four shooting vic¬ 
tims were being treated 
there, but wouldn’t discuss 
their conditions or provide 
any other information. 

“You go a whole tour in 
Afghanistan and no one 
is shot. And you go to (a 
restaurant) and several 
are shot,” said 31-year-old 
Sgt. First Class Cameron 
Anderson of Reno, a Ne¬ 
vada Army National Guard 
member. “It’s a shock. I 
came to work today and 
had no idea I’d be driving 
the chaplain here (to the 
hospital)."

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plan to revive economy

NORTH LAS VEGAS, Nev. - 

Mitt Romney unveiled his 
plan to rejuvenate the U.S. 
economy here Tuesday, 
offering a detailed outline 
that includes repealing 
President Barack Obama's 
health care law, cutting the 
corporate tax rate, placing 
sanctions on China as a cur¬ 
rency manipulator and im¬ 
mediately reducing taxes 
on savings and investment 
by the middle class - and 
promising to push many of 
these policies on his first day 
in the Oval Office. 

With his business back¬ 
ground, Romney has por¬ 
trayed himself as the presi¬ 
dential candidate best pre¬ 
pared to steer the nation 
at this time of economic 
distress, and his economic 
plan is a classic Republican 
blueprint that relies on tax 
cuts and reduced regula¬ 
tion - not stimulus - to jump- 
start the economy. 
Standing in front of a large 
banner that read “Day 
One, Job One," Romney 
detailed the 10 actions he 
would take the first day of 
his presidency. 

Five are executive orders, 
and the other five are piec¬ 
es of legislation, including 
the tax changes, that he 
would send to Congress 
and request action on with¬ 
in 30 days. 

“The right course for Ameri¬ 
ca is to believe in growth," 
Romney, a former Mas¬ 
sachusetts governor, said 
at the McCandless Inter¬ 
national Trucks dealership 
here. “Growing our econo¬ 


my is the way to get people 
to work and to balance our 
national budget.” 

In the plan, whose stated 
goal is to “restore America 
to the path of robust eco¬ 
nomic growth necessary 
to create jobs," he prom¬ 
ised to immediately cut the 
corporate income tax rate, 
currently topping out at 35 
percent, to 25 percent. Al¬ 
though he did not outline 
any specific proposals for 
closing loopholes or oth¬ 
erwise simplifying the tax 
code, he also promised to 
make permanent the tax 
cuts on individuals enacted 
under President George W. 
Bush and to eliminate taxes 
on dividends, interest and 
capital gains for anyone 
making less than $200,000 
a year. 

In an effort to stimulate 
U.S. exports, Romney said 
he would push free-trade 
agreements with Colom¬ 
bia, Panama and South 
Korea as well as officially 
place sanctions on China 
for keeping its currency ar¬ 
tificially low, a move that 
makes Chinese imports 
cheap to U.S. consumers 
and has led to trade imbal¬ 
ances. 

Romney also vowed to 
make it easier for U.S. 
companies to drill for oil in 
the United States and to 
cut federal discretionary 
spending on anything other 
than security measures by 5 
percent - or $20 billion. He 
said he would consolidate 
government training pro¬ 
grams and order that any 
new regulations add no 
new costs to the economy. 
Romney's speech came 


the day before a Repub¬ 
lican debate - which will 
be the first time Romney will 
share the stage with Gov. 
Rick Perry of Texas, whom 
polls show as leading the 
pack of presidential hope¬ 
fuls - and just two days be¬ 
fore Obama is scheduled 
to deliver his own jobs plan 
to a joint session of Con¬ 


poraneously in what he 
dubbed a “conversation” 
- though his campaign did 
hand out a 160-page poli¬ 
cy book filled with graphs, 
charts and proposals. The 
plan, they emphasized, 
was geared toward long¬ 
term solutions, not short¬ 
term fixes. 

As he spoke, Romney held

After bloodshed, some in NYC question parade

NEW YORK (AP) — Some city 
residents wondered Tues¬ 
day if it's time to pull the 
plug on the gaudy West In¬ 
dian Day parade, scarred 
by vialence repeatedly in 
the last few years, after two 
people were killed in a wild 
police shootout just blocks 
from its route. 

“I was saying to myself a 
while ago they probably 
shauld shut it down,” said 
Winston Thomas, a 66-year- 
old who moved from Ja¬ 
maica to Brooklyn, site of 
the annual Caribbean- 
themed Labor Day pa¬ 
rade, 40 years ago. 

“If you create this kind of 
atmosphere where you're 
killing people all the time, it 
don't make sense. ... I stay 
away from it.” Mayor Mi¬ 
chael Blaomberg blamed 
illegal handguns far a post¬ 
parade exchange Mon¬ 
day night between palice 
and a gunman. The sheet¬ 
ing left the gunman's tar¬ 
get and a bystander dead 
and the gunman gravely 
wounded, police said Tues¬ 
day. Two officers suffered 
minor injuries. 


The bystander, 56-year-old 
Denise Gay, was shot while 
sitting on a stoop with her 
daughter just twa daors 
down from the exchange 


of gunfire. Police said they 
were awaiting the results of 
ballistics tests to determine 
whether Gay was hit by a 
stray bullet from the gun¬ 


man or by one of eight of¬ 
ficers who fired a total of 73 
bullets at him. 

The shoating capped a 
dramatic spike in gun vic- 


lence in recent days across 
the city. There were 52 
shootings for a four-day pe¬ 
riod starting Friday, includ¬ 
ing three along the parade 
route Monday afternoon, 
police said. 

The parade was marred by 
fatal shootings in 2003 and 
2005. Blaomberg said Gay's 
death was “a senseless 
murder and another pain¬ 


ful reminder, I think, of what 
happens when elected of¬ 
ficials in Washington fail to 
take the problem of illegal 
guns seriously." 


The Brooklyn block where 
Gay lived was cordoned off 
with police tape Tuesday. 
Neighbors said the area — 
a gentrifying slice of Crown 
Heights where hip coffee 
shops abut discount stores 
and West Indian bakeries — 
is generally safe. 

“This is a very safe neighbar- 
hoad,” resident Dennis Mc- 
Greevy said. “This is ane inci¬ 


dent that happened here, 
that because it involves an 
innacent bystander and 
because it involves the 
police, has drawn a lot of 
news coverage.” 

The gunshots rang out just 
after 9 p.m. Monday af¬ 
ter the hours-long parade. 
The shooting, though near 
the parade route, was not 
directly linked to the festivi¬ 
ties, police said Tuesday. 

A group of officers who 
were assigned to the pa¬ 
rade converged on a 
home after seeing the gun¬ 
man emerge and shaot at 
a man who was fleeing in 
the directian af Gay's ad¬ 
dress on the same block. 
The gunman turned his pis¬ 
tol on the officers despite 
orders to drop it. New York 
Police Department spokes¬ 
man Paul Browne said. 

One valley from the offi¬ 
cers downed the man in 
his daorway, Brawne said. 
When he started ta rise 
and shaat again, they fired 
a second volley, which 
left him with chest and hip 
wounds, police said. He 
was hospitalized Tuesday in 
critical condition. 

The shooter's target — a 
neighbor with whom he had 
been arguing — was hit in 
the neck and callapsed on 
the street and died. 
Witnesses had said he was 
armed, but no gun was 
recavered. □

Family of man killed in

BASTROP, Texas (AP) — A 

massive wildfire that de- 
strayed at least 600 homes 
in Central Texas has killed 
two people, authorities 
said Tuesday. 

Bastrop County Sheriff Terry 
Pickering said he had no 
details about the victims, 
including when or how 
they died. 

The fire was the largest of 
dozens burning throughout 
the drought-stricken state. 
It started Sunday near the 
town of Bastrop, about 25 
miles (40 kilometers) south 
of Austin, and quickly 
spread, fanned in part by 
winds from Tropical Storm 
Lee, which dumped its rain 
on Gulf Coast states further 
east. 

The state Forest Service 
said Tuesday morning that 
firefighters hadn't begun 
to contain the fire, which 
had destroyed about 600 
homes and farced the 
evacuaticn of hundreds of 
others. 

State emergency manager 
State emergency manage¬ 
ment chief Nim Kidd said it 
was the most destructive 
fire of the year in Texas, and 
that the number at homes 
destroyed would likely go 
up after the hardest-hit ar¬ 
eas are assessed. 

Texas afficials say more 
than 1,000 hames have 
been destroyed and more 


hectares) have burned 
in wildfires over the past 
week. 

A fast-moving blaze in the 
East Texas town of Glade- 
water on Sunday killed a 
20-year-old woman and 
her 18-manth-ald daugh¬ 
ter, trapping them in their 
burning home.

Katia weakens to Category 2 hurricane

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

More than half of all people 
sentenced to serve time in 
U.S. federal prisons so far 
this year for felony crimes 
were Hispanic, a major de¬ 
mographic shift swollen by 
immigration offenses, ac¬ 
cording to a new govern¬ 
ment report released Tues¬ 
day. 

Hispanics already outnum¬ 
ber all other ethnic groups 
sent to prison for commit¬ 
ting federal felonies. 
Hispanics reached a new 
milestone for the first time 
this year, making up the 
majority of all federal of¬ 
fenders in the first nine 
months of fiscal year 2011, 
according to the U.S. Sen¬ 
tencing Commission. 
Hispanics comprised 50.3 
percent of all people sen¬ 
tenced in that time period, 
blacks 19.7 percent and 
whites 26.4 percent. 

In comparison, last year 
Hispanics made up just 16 
percent of the whole U.S. 
population. 

The commission’s statistics 
also reveal that sentenc¬ 
es for felony immigration 
crimes — which include il¬ 
legal crossing and other 
crimes such as alien smug¬ 
gling — were responsible 
for most of the increase in 
the number of Hispanics 
sent to prison over the last 
decade. The demograph¬ 
ic change in who is being 
sent to federal prison has 
already prompted debate 
among commissioners and 
experts studying the im¬ 
pact of expedited court 
hearings along the border. 
“Statistics like this have to 
start drawing attention to 
this country’s immigration 
policies and what we’re 
doing.’’a

Many in Bam Walid remain 
deeply mistrustful at the farc¬ 
es that have seized power in 
Libya and are reluctant to 
accept their rule. 

Some former rebels depicted 
the flight to Niger as a major 
exodus of Gadhafi's most 
hardcore backers. But con¬ 
firmed information on the 
number and identity at those 
leaving was scarce as the 
canvoy made its way acrass 
the vast swath at desert — 
over 1,000 miles — between 
populated areas on the two 
sides of the border. 

Gadhafi himself is not in the 
convoys, the U.S. State De¬ 
partment said. 

As the first graup of a dozen 
vehicles pulled into Niger's 
capital, Niamey, a customs 
official said it included Man- 
scur Dao, Gadhafi's security 
chief and a key member of 
his inner circle, as well as 
around 12 other Gadhafi re¬ 
gime officials. 

The official, Harouna Ide, told 
The Associated Press other 
Libyan convoys had passed 
thraugh Agadez, a town 
about halfway between Ni¬ 
ger's border with Libya and 
its capital in the far sauth- 
west. 

The canvays included heavily 
armed contingents of Tuareg 
tribal fighters from Niger, who 
have long been enlisted as 
mercenaries for Gadhafi's re¬ 
gime, Niger officials said. 

A Gadhafi opponent said it 
was also carrying gold and 
cash belonging to the re¬ 
gime. 

U.S. State Department 


spokeswoman Victa- 
ria Nuland said the U.S. 
has urged Niger to de¬ 
tain anyone who might 
be subject to prosecu¬ 
tion in Libya, confiscate 
weapons and impound 
any state property such 
as money or jewels that 
were illegally taken out of 
the country. 

Nuland said some senior 
members of the Gadhafi 
regime were in the fleeing 
group, but not Gadhafi or 
members of his family. 

The West African nation of 
Burkina Fasa, which bor¬ 
ders Niger, offered Gad¬ 
hafi asylum last month, 
raising speculation the 
convoys were part of plan 


to arrange passage there 
for the ousted leader. 

But an Tuesday, Burkina 
Fasa distanced itself tram 
Gadhafi, indicating he 
wauld be arrested if he 
came there. 

A significant move to es¬ 
cape by the top echelons 
of Gadhafi's military and 
security services could 
bring an important shift in 
Libya.

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Afghanistan struggles to build an army

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US scorns Syria for blaming terrorists

BEIRUT (AP) — The U.S. Em¬ 
bassy in Syria said Tues¬ 
day that President Bashar 
Assad is nat faaling anyone 
by blaming terrorists and 
thugs tor the unrest in his 
country as security forces 
try to crush the uprising by 
unleashing a brutal crack¬ 
down that has killed more 
than 2,200 people in nearly 
six months. In comments 
posted on the embassy’s 
Facebook page, U.S. Am¬ 
bassador Robert Ford said 
it was clear Assad’s regime 
has no capacity for reform. 
“Peaceful protesters are 
not ‘terrorists,’ and after all 
the evidence accumulat¬ 
ed over the past six months, 
no one except the Syrian 
government and its sup¬ 
porters believes that the 
peaceful protesters here 
are,” he wrote. 

Ford’s comments came 
the same day that U.N. 
Secretary-General Ban Ki- 
Moon leveled some of his 
strongest criticism yet at the 
Syrian regime, saying Assad 
must take “bold and de¬ 
cisive measures before it’s 
too late.” The statements 
were a reflection of the ex¬ 
asperation felt by the inter¬ 
national community at the 
relentless crackdown that 
the U.N. says has killed 2,200 
people since March, when 
the Syrian uprising began. 

In another sign of the in¬ 
tractability of the situation, 
a planned Wednesday visit 
by Arab League Secretary 
General Mobil Eloroby to 
push for an Arab plan to 


defuse the crisis was called 
off at the lost minute at the 
request of the Syrian gov¬ 
ernment, two Arab League 
officials said. They request¬ 
ed anonymity because 
they were not authorized to 
speak to reporters. 

Nearly six months on, the

Man smuggled 
grenade parts

MEXICO CITY (AP) — Police have arrested a U.S. man for 
smuggling American grenade parts into Mexico for use 
by the Sinaloa cartel, and a U.S. official said the case 
has now been included in investigations into flawed 
law enforcement operations aimed at gun-trafficking 
networks on the Mexican border. The arrest of a man 
who Mexican police identified as Jean Baptiste Kingery 
has provided details on a network that allegedly sup¬ 
plied hundreds of hand grenades to Mexico’s powerful 
Sinaloa cartel. Such grenades have been blamed in 
the injuries or deaths of dozens of civilians in Mexico, 
where grenades have been tossed into public squares, 
streets, bars and nightclubs. 

A U.S. Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms and Ex¬ 
plosives operation, known as Fast and Furious, was de¬ 
signed to track small-time gun buyers at several Phoe¬ 
nix-area gun shops up the chain to make cases against 
major weapons traffickers. But a congressional investi¬ 
gation says ATF agents of lost track of about 1,400 of 
the more than 2,000 guns whose purchase they had 
watched. 

In Washington D.C., Justice Department spokeswoman 
Tracy Schmaler said the department’s inspector gen¬ 
eral has expanded that investigation to include the 
Kingery case. 

“The department is aware of concerns raised” about 
the Kingery case “and has been looking into it,” said 
Schmaler. “We have notified Congress about this oper¬ 
ation and offered to brief them on it.” Schmaler did not 
say specifically why the greande-smuggling case was 
being investigated, but the Wall Street Journal report¬ 
ed that Kingery had been detained in Arizona in June 
2010 and then released, purportedly because officials 
wanted to use him as an informant or in a sting opera¬ 
tion. The ATF refused to confirm that report. ATF spokes¬ 
man Drew Wade said “we can’t confirm or deny the 
existence of an ongoing criminal investigation.” 
Mexico’s Attorney General’s Office said Kingery had 
been the subject of “a bilateral investigation” between 
Mexico, the U.S. government and the ATF. □ 
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Italian strike piles pressure on Government

MILAN (AP) — A nation¬ 
wide strike against austerity 
measures brought Italy to a 
near-halt on Tuesday, piling 
pressure on Silvio Berlusco¬ 
ni’s government as it tries to 
convince nervous markets 
that it can produce and 
enforce o credible deficit¬ 
cutting plan. 

Late Tuesday, the govern¬ 
ment got a sorely needed 
boost when Italy's main in¬ 
dustrial lobby Confindustria 
voiced support for the lat¬ 
est version of the flip-flop- 
ping austerity plan, which 
among other things would 
increase the IVA soles tax 
to 21 percent from 20 per¬ 
cent. 

Previously, Confindustria 
had publicly criticized the 
plan os failing to do any¬ 
thing to spur economic 
growth. 

The government, mean¬ 
while, said it would tie pas¬ 
sage of the €45.5 billion 
($68 billion) tax and cut 
austerity plan to o vote of 
confidence, os Berlusconi 
seeks to enforce discipline 
in his often unruly coalition. 
The government said the 
“grave international con¬ 
text of the financial crisis” 
mode the decision neces¬ 
sary. 

If the government foils the 
confidence vote, it would 
foil; such o threat is de¬ 
signed to compel lawmak¬ 
ers to pass the plan, which 
has changed almost daily 
os Berlusconi seeks to pla¬ 
cate his allies. 

The strike by Italy’s largest 
union disrupted air, land 
and sea transport, stalled 
manufacturing and cur¬ 


tailed government servic¬ 
es. 

Susanna Camusso, head 
of the left-leaning CGIL 
union, said the current aus¬ 
terity proposal needs to be 
thrown out and substituted 
with fairer measures. Unions 
claim it fails to create jobs 
while putting too much 
burden on workers. 

“We are striking against 
measures that are unjust. 
We are striking against 
measures that are irrespon¬ 
sible, and which put all of 
the burden on public sec¬ 
tor workers,” Camusso told 
demonstrators in Rome. 
Camusso pledged to bring 
lawsuits and court cases 
against the current draft 
plan of austerity measures, 
which among other things 
wont to moke it easier to 
fire workers. 

The European Commission, 
meanwhile, welcomed the 


new measures. 

“They confirm the determi¬ 
nation of the Italian authori¬ 
ties to meet the agreed 
targets of deficit and debt 
reduction, while contribut¬ 
ing to tackle the deep root¬ 


ed structural weaknesses 
of the Italian economy,” it 
said in a statement. 

The Commission called for 
swift adoption of the ad¬ 
justment package in a spirit 
of national cohesion and 


solidarity. 

It’s o delicate moment for 
Berlusconi’s government, 
which is under intense in¬ 
ternational pressure to pass 
measures this month aimed 
at balancing the budget 
by 2013. Worries that it is 
backtracking on some of its 
pledges have seen inves¬ 
tors push up the country’s 
borrowing rotes. 

The Senate takes up the 
measures on Tuesday, with 
details still the subject of 
fierce political fighting. 

The upper house is set to 
vote by the end of the 
week. The package then 
moves to the lower house 
in Parliament, with adop¬ 
tion expected by Sept. 15. 
Italy’s president on Mon¬ 
day urged political lead¬ 
ers to come up with “more 
efficient measures” citing 
“alarming signs” that the fi¬ 
nancial crisis is worsening.Q

PERUGIA, Italy (AP) — Ques¬ 
tions mounted Tuesday 
over crucial DNA evidence 
linking Amanda Knox and 
her co-detendant to the 
murder ot her British room¬ 
mate, with torensic experts 
giving detailed and con¬ 
flicting views in court over 
genetic science. 

Knox felt “disoriented” after 
two days listening to the re¬ 
ports about DNA extraction 
and attribution, her lawyer 
said. A prosecution consul¬ 
tant and a lawyer suggest¬ 
ed further testing on DNA 
evidence might be war¬ 
ranted, a step prosecutors 
might decide to push for as 
the appeals trial continues. 
Without a clear motive 
or convincing witnesses, 
much of the appeals out¬ 
come hinges on how the 
court views the DNA evi¬ 
dence. 

“In the morning it goes 
one way, in the afternoon 
another. It's two schools 
of thoughts facing off on 
scientific theories,” said Lu¬ 
ciano Ghirga, a lawyer for 
Knox. “The issue becomes 
more and more important 
every day.” 

Knox and Raffaele Sol- 
lecito were convicted of 
sexually assaulting and 
killing Meredith Kercher 
in November 2007 in the 
apartment Knox and the 
21-year-old Briton shared 
while studying in Perugia. 
Knox was sentenced to 26 
years in prison; Sollecito to 
25. Both deny wrongdoing 
and have appealed the 
December 2009 verdict. 

In the original trial, prosecu¬ 
tors maintained that Knox's 
DNA was found on the 
handle of a kitchen knife 
believed to be the murder 
weapon, and that Kerch- 
er's DNA was found on the 
blade. They said Sollecito's 
DNA was on the clasp of 
Kercher's bra as part of a 
mixed trace that also in¬ 
cluded the victim's genetic 
profile. But a review of the 
DNA evidence ordered by 
the appeals court disputed 
those finding and criticized 
the forensic police who 
carried out the original in¬ 
vestigation for shoddy work 
— setting off the current 


battle. The court-appoint¬ 
ed experts alleged glaring 
errors in evidence gather¬ 
ing, below-standard test¬ 
ing which they said raised 
doubts about the attribu¬ 
tion of DNA traces, and 
possible contamination of 
the evidence. 

Patrizia Stefanoni, the po¬ 
lice expert who examined 
DNA traces in the after- 
math of the 2007 killing, de¬ 
fended her job in testimony 
spread over two days and 
with the aid of over 100 
slides. She rejected claims 


that she had tested and ex¬ 
tracted profiles from insuffi¬ 
cient or unreadable traces 
of DNA. 

Stefanoni said the knife, 
found at Sollecito's house, 
was tested in a lab six days 
after the investigators had 
analyzed a trace of Kerch- 
er's DNA — excluding con¬ 
tamination. The bra clasp, 
however, was recovered 


off the floor at the crime 
scene 46 days after the kill¬ 
ing. The independent re¬ 
view said that the “context 
... was highly suggestive of 
ambient contamination.” 
Stefanoni insisted that in 
that period “nothing from 
outside the victim's room 
was brought inside.” She in¬ 
sisted that out of 133 speci¬ 
mens analyzed in the house 
of the murder — including 
89 in Kercher's room — Sol¬ 
lecito's genetic profile was 
only found in a cigarette 
butt in an ashtray, mixed

with Knox's. 

“If Sollecito’s DNA had 
somehow traveled from 
the butt to the clasp, then 
there would be Knox's DNA 
as well on the clasp," she 
said Tuesday. 

Enter defense consultant 
Adriano Tagliabracci, who 
said he could rule out that 
Sollecito’s DNA was in fact 
on the clasp.Q

BARTAA, West Bank - For 

decades Israel has tried 
to erase from public con¬ 
sciousness the Green Line, 
the pre-1967 boundary with 
the West Bank at the heart 
of stalled negotiations for a 
Palestinian state. Israel has 
built on either side of the 
Green Line and deleted it 
from textbooks and weath¬ 
er maps. Israeli drivers plying 
the main Tel Aviv-Jerusalem 
highway crisscross the un¬ 
marked line at the Latrun In¬ 
terchange every second of 
the day, slicing through half 
a mile of West Bank territory 
and several more miles of 
no man’s land, oblivious to 
the area’s fraught history. 
In Jerusalem, where Israel 
annexed the eastern part 
of the city and its holy sites 
after the 1967 war, a new 
light rail system traverses a 
patchwork of Jewish and 
Palestinian neighborhoods, 
gliding blithely across the 
invisible boundaries. 

Yet a recent journey along 
the line, from the northern¬ 
most Jalama checkpoint to 
the tiny villages of Al Ghu- 
wein and Sansana in the 
arid hills of the south, shows 
that despite attempts to 
blur it physically, Israel has 
carefully preserved the 
line in legal and admin¬ 
istrative terms, and it de¬ 
fines lives on both sides. 
The Obama administration 
has called for negotiations 
for a Palestinian state with 
borders based on the 1967 


boundaries, with mutually 
agreed land swaps. In the 
absence of talks, the Pal¬ 
estinian leadership plans to 
seek recognition of state¬ 
hood within the 1967 bor¬ 
ders at the United Nations 
this month. Israel rejects the 
Green Line as indefensible. 
Successive Israeli govern¬ 
ments established Jewish 
settlements on the West 
Bank hilltops, encouraged 
by Israeli religious national¬ 
ists who claim the area as 
part of their biblical birth¬ 
right. For Palestinian officials 
emboldened by the rise 
of Palestinian nationalism, 
what began as a temporary 
cease-fire line has become 
holy, though many people 
still harbor claims to the 
land on the Israeli side and 
reject any partition of the 
pre-1948 British Mandate of 
Palestine. “If the Israelis do 
not recognize this line,” said 
Nazmi al-Jubeh, a Palestin¬ 
ian historian and a former 
negotiator, “it means that 
they do not recognize the 
territory beyond it as oc¬ 
cupied.” Driving the Green 
Line is like weaving a path 
between parallel universes, 
along a seam that is both 
present and absent, and 
that fuses and divides. 

INVISIBLE WALL 
The Green Line was delin¬ 
eated as Israeli and Jor¬ 
danian officers negotiated 
an armistice in the months 
after the 1948 Arab-lsraeli 
war; it was named for the 
green marker with which it 
was drawn. □

Retired MLB Player heads to Venezuela 


Aruba pitcher Calvin Maduro chosen as Pro Pitching Coach 



CARACAS - Don Baylor has 
already decided who will 
be the pitching coach Mar¬ 
garita Braves tor the season 
2011/12. It will be Aruban 
Calvin Maduro, who be¬ 
tween 1996 and 2005 was 
a recurring imported base¬ 
ball pitcher in Venezuela. 
The tormer right-hander has 
been working as scout for 
the Baltimore Orioles pitch¬ 
ing and coordinator of 
the minor league system 
of the franchise. Maduro 
first came to Venezuela as 
reinforcement was in the 
1996/97 season with the 
Eagles and the last uniform 
he wore in LVBP Lara was 
in 2004/05. The Caribbean 
pitcher worked for five cal¬ 
endars in the majors with 
the Philadelphia Phillies and 
the Orioles. And until 2006 
was active in Baltimore. 
Maduro, 37, has little coach¬ 
ing experience, but has the 
confidence of Baylor strate¬ 
gist, who requested it. 

The way the former Ori¬ 
oles right-hander has been 
keeping busy, he’s hardly 
had time to reflect on the 
fact that he hasn’t thrown 
a pitch in anger since 2006, 
when he went 1-5 and 
worked mostly in relief for 
the O’s Double-A affiliate in 
Bowie. 

“That sounded old,” Mad¬ 


uro chuckled when asked 
if he felt like he belonged 
signing postcards and pos¬ 
ing for photos as part of 
the Orioles Alumni auto¬ 
graph series after a recent 
Thursday afternoon game 
at Camden Yards. “I’m 37 
now, but it’s still good in a 
way. You’re still part of the 
Orioles, so it’s nice to hear 
that.” 

Maduro and other former 
Birds can be found at the 
MASN tent on Mondays 
and Thursdays, when they 
sign autographs and chat 
with fans for an hour be¬ 
ginning 90 minutes before 
game time. 

Participants are not an¬ 
nounced in advance, but 
include players from each 
decade of the team’s ex¬ 
istence in Baltimore on a 
rotating basis. A recent ad¬ 
dition to the alumni rota¬ 
tion, Maduro makes time 
for such appearances be¬ 
tween multiple roles for the 
Orioles, for whom he played 
from 2000-2002 after re¬ 
signing with his original or¬ 
ganization as a free agent. 
The native of Santa Cruz, 
Aruba, came up through 
the O’s farm system after 
signing as an amateur free 
agent in 1991 and was sent 
to the Philadelphia Phillies 
in September 1996 to com¬ 


plete a stretch-run trade 
that saw the Orioles ac¬ 
quire third baseman Todd 
Ziele and outfielder Pete 
Incaviglia from Philly. 

In 2005, Maduro was 
named as pitching coach 
for short-season Single-A 
Aberdeen. He spent three 
seasons with the IronBirds, 
working with young O’s 
hurlers, and then two more 
campaigns in the same role 
for the Gulf Coast League 
Orioles. Taking advantage 
of Maduro’s knowledge of 
the Caribbean baseball 
hotbeds, he was hired as 
an international scout for 
the club in 2010, part of the 
Orioles’ efforts to beef up 
their around-the-world ef¬ 
forts to mine the best dia¬ 
mond talent. 

He’s part of David Stockstill’s 
staff, and also is responsible 
for scouting Europe. 

Despite his new scouting 
role, Maduro continues to 
be a presence around the 
organization’s minor league 
affiliates, especially those 
close to his home in Millers- 
ville, Md., He spent time in 
uniform at the beginning 
of the season at Camden 
Yards, too, as manager 
Buck Showalter took ad¬ 
vantage of his longstand¬ 
ing connection with some 
of the O’s up-and-coming 



pitchers. 

“I do international scout¬ 
ing and I go help wherever 
they need me with pitch¬ 
ing,” explained Maduro, 
who was 7-11 with a 5.39 
ERA in 49 games, includ¬ 
ing 24 starts, as an Oriole. 
“I love it. It gives me time 
to be in uniform and at the 
same time, I can be scout¬ 
ing and looking for the 
players (of the future). I had 
a chance to be with Buck 
(Showalter) the first month 
at the big league level and 
all around, it’s all good. This 
year has been the best one 
so far.” 

Baltimore, Frederick, Sara¬ 
sota, the Dominican Re¬ 
public - Maduro always 
seems to be on the move, 
which is part of his still rela¬ 
tively new job description. 

“I get to sign the player at 
15 to 16 years old and see 
how he progresses in the 
system and becomes a 
major league player later,” 
Maduro said. “That’s the 
best part.” 

Does his track record as a 
former major leaguer give 


him more credibility with 
the teenagers he’s focusing 
on? “If you know baseball, 
you know baseball,” he 
said. 

“You don’t have play in the 
big leagues to know base¬ 
ball.” 

Naturally, Maduro has a 
special interest in his home¬ 
land, a small island that has 
long been a focal point of 
the Orioles’ Latin American 
efforts, dating to the days 
that longtime O’s scout 
Carlos Bernhardt was one 
of the few people paying 
attention to the nation’s 
burgeoning baseball stars. 
Guys like Maduro, Eugene 
Kingsale and Sidney Ponson 
are among the organiza¬ 
tion’s finds there. 

“I get calls from interna¬ 
tional directors from the 
other teams,” Maduro said. 
“They call me for referenc¬ 
es on guys I know who can 
help them out in the future. 
That’s a compliment to the 
people over there. That 
means that Aruba base¬ 
ball is getting big. Curacao, 
too.”a

Coe, the former middle-dis¬ 
tance running great, heads 
the organizing committee 
of the 2012 Gomes. He was 
in Daegu, South Korea, for 
the world championships 
where Bolt won the 200 
meters and anchored Ja¬ 
maica to a world record in 
the 4x100 relay.

“There really is an Ali-like 
aura about this guy that 
is now transcending all 
sports.” 

Bolt false-started and was 
disqualified in the 100 at 
the worlds but ran a blister¬ 
ing 19.40 seconds to win 
the 200 and helped Jamai¬ 
ca clock a world record of 
37.04 seconds in the relay.

Haedo takes advantage of confusion for Vuelta win

HARO, Spain (AP) — Juan 
Jose Haedo took advan¬ 
tage of a chaotic finish to 
win the 16th stage of the 
Spanish Vuelta on Tuesday 
after some of his rivals went 
the wrong way around a 
roundabout. 

Daniele Bennati was lead¬ 
ing the sprint finish before 
the Italian wrongly went 
right at the roundabout just 
before the close, taking the 
leading riders with him and 
allowing Haedo to move to 


the left and dash in alone 
over the finish line. 

Juanjo Cobo increased his 
overall lead going into the 
final week of racing. 

Haedo is the first Argentine 
to win a stage at any of the 
three classics — including 
the Tour de France and Giro 
d'Italia — after taking the 
203-kilometer leg in 4 hours, 
41 minutes, 56 seconds. “I 
managed to get by cleanly 
to the left and that was it. 
You always need some luck 


and today I got it,” said the 
Saxo Bank-Sunguard rider 
after a race which was also 
marked by a heavy crash 
with under 15 kilometers to 
ride. Bennati managed to 
recover for third behind fel¬ 
low Italian Alessandro Pet- 
acchi, while Vicente Rey- 
nes of Spain and Australian 
cyclist Leigh Howard com¬ 
pleted the top five. 

Cobo, meanwhile, finished 
two seconds behind Haedo 
in 10th while closest chal¬ 
lenger Christopher Froome 
was four seconds behind 
in 13th. British teammate 
Bradley Wiggins trailed by 
seven seconds in 22nd. 
Cobo, who took over the 
leader’s red jersey by win¬ 
ning the 15th stage on the 
mountain pass of Alto De 
L’Angliru, leads Sky pair 
Froome and Wiggins by 22 
and 51 seconds, respec¬ 
tively. Ratal Majka of Saxo 
Bank-Sunguard was the 
worst affected by the crash 
in the heart of Spain's La 
Rioja wine country and the 
Polish rider eventually fin¬ 
ished last, over 18 minutes 
behind Haedo. □ 


Bolt will be defending his 
100 and 200 meter Olympic 
titles in London next year. 
“All things being equal, 
he'll be the iconic figure 
of our Games,” Coe wrote 
in his column in The Daily 
Telegraph. “I’ve spoken to 
him and he’s told me how 
he wants to blow people’s 
minds in London, to make 
yet another extraordinary 
impact that will cement 
the status of legend that he 
wants for himself.” 

“London is consuming him,” 
Coe added. “ I know he’s 
going to base himself in 
England for quite a while 
before the Games.” 

Coe, who is also a vice 


president of the Interna¬ 
tional Association of Athlet¬ 
ics Federations, noted that 
Bolt could become the first 
man to successfully defend 
both the 100 and 200 Olym¬ 
pic titles. 

The Jamaican could also 
challenge his world marks 
of 9.58 seconds in the 100 
and 19.19 in the 200, both 
set at the 2009 worlds in 
Berlin. 

“I know we’re going to 
have a super-fast track, 
technology at its best, and, 
with a bit of luck with the 
weather, he will clearly be 
capable of a renewed as¬ 
sault on both his world re¬ 
cords,” Coe said. □

LONDON (AP) — Spain and Italy sealed their places at 
Euro 2012 with two qualifying games to spare on Tues¬ 
day while England moved closer to next year’s finals 
after beating Wales in a game at Wembley overshad¬ 
owed by the death of a Wales fan. 

David Villa and Alvaro Negredo scored twice as de¬ 
fending champion Spain thrashed Liechtenstein 6-0 to 
secure top spot in Group I, and substitute Giampaolo 
Pazzini’s 85th-minute strike earned the Italians a narrow 
win in Florence that clinched them first place in Group 
C. 

The 2010 and 2006 world champions join already-quali¬ 
fied Germany and the two co-hosts in the finals. 

The Netherlands maintained its perfect record in Group 
E with a 2-0 victory in Finland but still need a point to 
guarantee first place, like England, which beat Wales 
1 -0 in Group G through Manchester United winger Ash¬ 
ley Young’s goal. 

However, England’s victory was marred after London 
police said a Wales fan had died after an assault was 
reported outside the stadium before the game. Police 
said the man, who they believe is in his 40s, sustained 
head injuries and was taken to hospital where he was 
pronounced dead at 8:50 p.m (1950 GMT) .□

Gordon holds on at Atlanta for 85th career win

HAMPTON, Georgia (AP) 

— With his car sliding all 
over the track, Jeff Gordon 
held off teammate Jimmie 
Johnson over a thrilling last 
10 laps Tuesday to win the 
rain-delayed NASCAR race 
at Atlanta Motor Speed¬ 
way. 

Gordon won for the third 
time this season and 85th 
time in his career, breaking 
a tie with Bobby Allison and 
Darrell Waltrip for third on 
the career list. 

Richard Petty (200) and Da¬ 
vid Pearson (105) are the 
only drivers in Cup history 
with more victories than 
Gordon. 

“I totally forgot about that," 
said Gordon, who received 
a special plaque from NAS¬ 
CAR during the victory cer¬ 
emony in front of the main 
grandstand. “Eighty-five, 
wow! That is un-un-believ- 
able. With the kind of day 
we had, the kind of year 


we’re having, I feel rejuve¬ 
nated.” 

Fie definitely earned this 
win, fending off the defend¬ 
ing five-time champion. 
Johnson put his Chevrolet 
in front of Gordon’s No. 24 
car a couple of times but 
couldn’t hold on through 
the corners. 

At the end, with both driv¬ 
ers racing as hard as they 
could on fading tires, their 
cars came close to getting 
sideways several times. 
Johnson made one last run 
for the lead on the final lap, 
but had to back off to keep 
from putting his car in the 
wall. 

Gordon pulled away to win 
by 0.598 seconds. 

“I’m so glad I grew up rac¬ 
ing on dirt," Johnson said. “I 
could have spun out four or 
five times at the end.” 

The AdvoCare 500 was only 
the second Cup race since 
1978 to be run on a Tues¬ 
day. It was originally sched¬ 
uled for Sunday night, but 


rain from the remnants of 
Tropical Storm Lee forced a 
two-day postponement. 
Gordon, a four-time cham¬ 
pion, had already locked 
up a spot in the Chase for 
the championship, but this 
performance stamped 
him as a prime contender 
to end Johnson’s unprec¬ 
edented title run.

The Sooners received 32 
of 60 first-place votes and 
1,448 points. LSU received 
17 first-place votes and 
1,415 points. 

Alabama hod nine first- 
place votes, and two vot¬ 


ers had No. 4 Boise State 
top-ranked after the Bron¬ 
cos’ impressive 35-21 win 
against Georgia. Florida 
State moved up to No. 5. 
Oregon dropped nine spots 
to No. 13 and defending 
notional champion Auburn, 
which started the season at 
No. 23, fell out of the Top 25 
after needing a late rally 
to beat Utah State 42-38 at 
home. 

The Tigers became just the 
second defending notional 
champions since the pre¬ 
season poll started in 1950 
to fall out of the rankings 
after the first week of the 
season in the first regular- 
season poll — though the 
circumstances were far dif¬ 
ferent the first time it hap¬ 
pened. 

Alabama, the 1964 AP 
champion, started the ‘65 
season ranked No. 5. The

Apple MacBook Air 13-inch

Lost month, Apple unveiled 
new models of the Mac¬ 
Book Air, its very thin, very 
light, 11-inch and 13-inch 
laptops. The Air is wedge- 
shaped and even thinner 
and more impressively slight 
than it appears in photos. 
The recent refresh odds bet¬ 
ter performance with signif¬ 
icantly more powerful Intel 
processors. Thunderbolt 
technology - which prom¬ 
ises faster transfer speeds 
and more versatile ways to 
connect devices - and a 
backlighted keyboard.But 
the biggest advantage the 
MacBook Air has is that it 
comes standard with a sol¬ 
id-state drive (SSD) instead 
of a hard drive. Imagine 
my surprise when, in every¬ 
day tasks like opening Web 
pages or editing photos, 
the Air seemed speedier 
than my new hard-drive- 
based MacBook Pro, which 
costs about $1,000. 


The 13-inch Air provided 
to us for testing by Apple 
was fast and capable. The 
most impressive thing I dis¬ 
covered: You can reboot 
a MacBook Air and have it 
ready for action in 16 sec¬ 
onds on Mac OS X Lion. 
What doesn’t it hove that 
its more expensive Pro 
counterparts do? No opti¬ 
cal/DVD drive, no HD-qual- 
ity webcam (the Facetime 
camera is stondard-def), 
and smaller drive capaci¬ 
ties, the trade-off for faster 
SSD technology. 

The 11-inch model, which 
starts at $999, replacing 
the old white plastic Mac¬ 
Book, has o 64-gigabyte 
drive and comes with 2 
gigabytes of RAM. The 13- 
inch model, which starts at 
$1,299, has a 128-gigabyte 
drive, an SD-memory slot 
and 4 gigabytes of memory 
standard. The MacBook Air 
doesn't have the graphical 
horsepower to run the latest 
video games, but for even 
video editing and major 
multitasking, the Airs no lon¬ 
ger seem stymied in their 
ability to keep up with most 
laptop users. 

T-Mobile MyTouch 4G Slide 
and Rocket 3.0 Laptop Stick 
T-Mobile's MyTouch 4G 
Slide has a modest-sized 
touch screen (3.7 inches), 
an illuminated slide-out 
physical keyboard with 


nicely spaced-out keys 
and a dedicated camera 
button on the side, all with¬ 
out too much bulk. 

The camera button is o key 
feature on the Slide be¬ 
cause the phone’s biggest 


selling point is its 8-mega- 
pixel, dual LED-flash cam¬ 
era, which con record 
1080p video and has o 
variety of shooting modes 
(close-up, action and 
night, for instance). Out¬ 
door photos and pictures 
taken in decent conditions 
do look quite good, espe¬ 
cially compared with most 


smartphone cameras. 
Battery life on it is bet¬ 
ter than it is on larger An¬ 
droid phones but still is not 
quite os good os the latest 
iPhone. It costs $199 with a 
two-year contract. If you’re 


in the market for a 4G 
phone on T-Mobile’s net¬ 
work, you take o lot of pho¬ 
tos and you need a physi¬ 
cal keyboard, this one's o 
good match for you. 
Another product running 
on T-Mobile’s 4G wireless 
network is the Rocket 3.0, 
o laptop stick that con de¬ 
liver Internet to Macs or PCs 


via USB. Unlike WiFi hotspot 
devices like Verizon’s MiFi 
or T-Mobile’s own Mobile 
Hotspot, the Rocket can 
only deliver service to one 
computer at o time. 

In Austin and New Braunfels 


(where I work and live), the 
4G service was reliable and 
I got 15 Mbps download 
speeds and 1.5 Mbps up¬ 
load speeds. That seemed 
great to me until I sow that 
T-Mobile is advertising the 
stick os being capable of 
42 Mbps download speeds, 
which I never come close 
to ochieving.Q

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

spacecraft circling the 
moan has snapped the 
sharpest phatos ever of the 
tracks and trash left behind 
by Apollo astronauts in their 
visits from 1969 to 1972.

Lunar Reconnaissance Or¬ 
biter from 13 to 15 miles 
up show the astronauts' 
paths when they walked 
on the moon, os well os ruts 
left by o moon buggy.

“What we're seeing is a 
trail," said Arizona State

The 
closest images ore of the 
1972 Apollo 17 site, the lost 
moon mission. Apollo 17 
Commander Eugene Cer- 
non wrote in on email to The 
Associated Press that the 
photo gives him o chance 
to revisit those days, “this 
time with a little nostalgia 
and disappointment. Nos¬ 
talgia because those spe¬ 
cial days ore fondly etched 
in my memory and disap¬ 
pointment because it looks 
like now we will not be go¬

Two years ago, images 
from the some space¬ 
craft from 30 and 60 miles 
out showed fuzzier im¬ 
ages.

PARIS - Alarmed by the 
threat a saaring curren¬ 
cy poses to Switzerland’s 
economy, the country’s 
central bank sought Tues¬ 
day to cap the value ot 
the franc against the euro 
and said it was prepared to 
spend an unlimited amount 
to defend it. 

The Swiss currency, long 


considered a haven in cri¬ 
ses, has surged against the 
euro and the dollar this 
year as investors have fled 
turmoil in the markets. That 
has raised fears among 
Swiss companies that the 
country's exporters will 
be priced out of business 
abroad. 

“The current massive over¬ 
valuation of the Swiss franc 
poses an acute threat to 
the Swiss economy and 
carries the risk of a defla¬ 
tionary development,” the 
Swiss National Bank said in 
a statement. 

It said it was “therefore 
aiming for a substantial 
and sustained weakening 
of the Swiss franc.” 

The central bank “will no 
longer tolerate” an ex¬ 
change rate below 1.20 
francs to the euro, and “will 
enforce this minimum rate 
with the utmost determi¬ 
nation and is prepared to 
buy foreign currency in un¬ 


limited quantities,” said the 
statement, which was un¬ 
usual for its strong wording. 
The franc fell sharply, with 
the euro rallying to 1.20527 
Swiss francs in afternoon 
trading Tuesday in New 
York from 1.1201 francs late 
Friday. 

The dollar soared to 0.8624 
Swiss franc from 0.7880 
franc late Friday. 

The central bank’s move 


underscores the particular 
challenges facing Switzer¬ 
land amid global econom¬ 
ic uncertainty. 

The bank’s chairman, 
Philipp M. Hildebrand, has 
been roundly criticized at 
home for the strength of 
the franc, though it is main¬ 
ly a reflection of problems 
elsewhere. 

Holger Schmieding, chief 
economist at Berenberg 
Bank in London, described 
the Swiss National Bank 
as “probably the best-run 
central bonk in the Western 
world.” But with a “grossly 
overvalued currency,” Swit¬ 
zerland risks falling into a 
deflationary trap os imports 
become relatively cheap¬ 
er, he wrote in a note. 
Deflation, a generalized 
decline in prices, increases 
the burden on debtors and 
tends to paralyze an econ¬ 
omy as consumers guard 
their money in anticipation 
of lower prices.Q

“With unemployment persistently high (and) with the fo¬ 
cus on jobs, the oil and natural gas industry can make a 
significant contribution to job creation,” said API President 
Jack Gerard. “We’re hopeful the president will seize on 
some of this and will say you know what, this doesn’t take 
an economic stimulus, this is private sector stimulus and 
the oil and gas industry stands ready to go.” 

The API plans to amplify its argument with a national tele¬

Struggling Bank of America shakes up exec ranks

NEW YORK (AP) — Embat¬ 
tled Bank of America Corp. 
shook up its management 
ranks on Tuesday, an¬ 
nouncing that two key offi¬ 
cers will leave and promot¬ 
ing two others to share the 
chief operating officer role. 
It’s the latest effort by Brian 
Moynihan, the CEO since 
early 2010, to turn around 
a company that was once 
an industry stalwart but is 
still struggling under the 
weight of toxic mortgage 
loans. He took over the 
bank after predecessor 
Ken Lewis stepped down 
amid controversy over his 
purchase of Merrill Lynch. 
Among the changes an¬ 
nounced late Tuesday: 

— Scllie Krcwcheck, head 
of global wealth and in¬ 
vestment management, 
is leaving. A Citigroup vet¬ 
eran, she was hired in late 
2009 toward the end of 
Lewis’ tenure. 

— Joe Price, president of 
the consumer bank, will 
also leave. He was the 
chief financial officer under 
Lewis. Moynihan moved 
him to run the retail bank, 
Moynihan’s old job, in 2010, 
and Moynihan at the time 
described it as a promo¬ 
tion. 

— David Darnell, a long¬ 
time Bank of America vet¬ 
eran who was elevated to 
the top ranks by Lewis, will 
become co-chief operat¬ 
ing officer. He will share the 
newly created position with 
Tom Montag, who joined 
Bank of America when it 
bought his employer, Merrill 
Lynch, in early 2009. 

Darnell, previously the pres¬ 
ident of commercial bank¬ 
ing, will be responsible for 
consumer-targeted units in¬ 
cluding mortgages, wealth 
management and small 
business. 

Montag, previously the 
president of global bank¬ 
ing and markets, will be 


responsible for the business 
units that serve compa¬ 
nies and institutional inves¬ 
tors, including commercial 
banking, the trading busi¬ 
nesses, and Bank of Amer¬ 
ica Merrill Lynch Global Re¬ 
search. 

The changes mark one of 


Moynihan’s most dramat¬ 
ic moves to reshape the 
bank. Analysts wondered 
how investors would react 
when the market opens 
Wednesday — whether 
they’ll view the shakeup 
as part of a reasoned turn¬ 
around plan or the result of 
a power struggle. 
Krawcheck’s division, 
which included private 
banking and the financial 
advisers who focused on 
serving wealthy individu¬ 
als, had been doing well. 
It increased net income by 
54 percent in the second 
quarter, to $506 million from 
$329 million. 

Banking consultant Bert Ely 
said he wondered if the 
changes were driven by 
Warren Buffett, who an¬ 
nounced Aug. 25 that he 
would invest $5 billion in the 
bank. He also received op¬ 
tions to buy Bank of Ameri¬ 
ca stock at $7.14 per share, 
options which were under 


water at the close of busi¬ 
ness Tuesday, when shares 
were at $6.99. 

‘I cannot imagine that Buf¬ 
fett is in Omaha just sitting 
idly by,” Ely said. 

Moynihan said in a state¬ 
ment that he wished both 
of them well, and he por-

frayed their departures as 
a means of removing a lay¬ 
er of management in order 
to cut costs. 

“De-layering and simplify¬ 
ing at the scale in which 
we operate requires diffi¬ 
cult decisions,” Moynihan 
said in a statement. 
Moynihan also described 
the moves as a way to 
streamline the bank’s op¬ 
erating units to serve its key 
customer groups: individu¬ 
als, companies and institu¬ 
tional investors. 

The reorganization is ef¬ 
fective immediately, and 
Moynihan called the 
changes “a significant step 
in the continued transfor¬ 
mation of our company,” 
which has also included 
at least 6,000 job cuts an¬ 
nounced this year out of a 
workforce of 288,000. 

Since the spring, Moyni¬ 
han has been spearhead¬ 
ing a cost-cutting program 
called New BAC.Q

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Earthquake prediction stiii stymies scientists

LOS ANGELES (AP) — The 

East Coast earthquake left 
more than just residents un¬ 
accustomed to feeling the 
ground shake and sway 
in a daze. It also surprised 
some scientists who spend 
their careers trying to un¬ 
tangle the mysteries of sud¬ 
den ground shifts. 

Despite decades of re¬ 
search, earthquake pre¬ 
diction remains elusive. As 
much os society would like 
scientists to tell us when a 
jolt is coming, mainstream 
seismologists are generally 
pessimistic about ever hav¬ 
ing that ability. 

They lived through the 
checkered history of earth¬ 
quake prediction, filled 
with passioned debates, 
failed oracles and the en¬ 
during search for warning

In recent years, however, 
a more hopeful comp has 
emerged, pushed by re¬ 
searchers using satellites 
who say it may be possible 
to someday predict earth¬ 
quakes from space and 
others who think they can 
tease out signals in rocks.

“I was pretty skeptical ga- 
ing in and I remain skepti¬ 
cal,” said Washingtan state 
seismolagist Jahn Vidale, 
wha was amang 44 scien¬ 
tists from around the world 
who attended the invita¬ 
tion-only meeting. 
Geophysicist Malcolm 
Johnston with the U.S. Geo¬ 
logical Survey agreed. 

“I've been chasing this fora 
lang time,” he said. “If you 
think you can detect the 
start of an earthquake, it's 
gaing ta be very, very dif¬ 
ficult.” 

Hew earthquakes accur is 
well known. 

The Earth's crust is like a gi¬ 
ant jigsaw puzzle, broken 
into several pieces known 
as tectonic plates that con¬ 
stantly bump and grind or 
slide past each ether. The 
mavement happens slawly, 
about the speed at which 
our fingernails grow. Even¬ 
tually, there's enough pent- 
up stress and the rocks sud¬ 
denly slip, releasing tremen¬ 
dous energy that we feel 
as shaking. 

Most earthquakes are 
small and imperceptible. 
Occasionally, a power¬ 
ful one wreaks havac like 
the anes that ravaged 
Haiti last year and caastal 
Japan in March. No one 
knows how a small rumble 
can cascade inta a big 
one. 

Spurred in part by a pair of 
megaquakes in the 1960s, 
scientists began looking in 
earnest for signals that will 
help them distinguish a seri- 
aus quake from the garden 
variety. Hapes were high 
far reading the seismic tea 
leaves. They scaured for 
anything and everything 
that might be a clue: warp¬ 
ing in the Earth's crust, ra¬ 
don gas releases along a 
fault, weird weather and 
even the behavior of cock¬ 
roaches, snakes and other

Regis Philbin to exit 
‘Live’ in November

NASHVILLE, Tennessee (AP) 

— After a decade toiling 
away at the microphone 
without much recogni¬ 
tion, Jason Aldean and 
Blake Shelton ore breaking 
through in o big way. Two 
of country’s leading men 
nabbed their first Country 
Music Association Awards 
entertainer of the year nom¬ 
inations Tuesday, upsetting 
recent trends and leading 
a popular pock with five 
nominations apiece. They 
join previous entertainer 
winners Brad Paisley, Taylor 
Swift and Keith Urban in the 
CMA's most prestigious cat¬ 
egory. Paisley and Swift also 
are up for five awards. “To 
be honest, I secretly hoped 
that I’d get this nomina¬ 
tion one day, but I never 
thought I actually would,” 
Shelton said in a statement. 
“After 10 years of watching 
my friends receive this in¬ 
credible honor, I got pretty 
used to being a cheerlead¬ 
er for them, ya know?” 


He began receiving more 
nominations last year, win¬ 
ning two awards at the 
2010 CMAs. But his move 
into television as a coach 
on NBC’s “The Voice,” on 
invitation to join the Grand 
Ole Opry and the success 
of his single “Honey Bee” — 
not to mention his marriage 
to Miranda Lambert — has 
helped bring him to the 
forefront of country music. 
Like Shelton, Aldean has 
been slowly gaining awards 
show attention the last few 
years after hitting the trifec- 
ta of arena tours, platinum 
albums and radio airplay. 
But his previous nominations 
pole compared to the ones 
he earned Tuesday morn¬ 
ing. Along with entertainer 
of the year, he took nomi¬ 
nations in three coveted 
categories — album of the 
year for “My Kinda Party,” 
single of the year for “Don’t 
You Wanna Stay,” featuring 
Kelly Clarkson, and mole 
vocalist of the year. 

“That’s kind of the cool 
thing about this whole deal 


for us,” Aldean said in a 
phone interview. “A lot of 
this stuff is first-time stuff for 
us. I think the general con¬ 
sensus whenever we get 
nominations, especially the 
big ones, is that’s pretty 
special. Not only for me 
but my whole camp, for 
everyone involved. We’re 
all kind of experiencing this 
stuff for the first time, so I 
think everybody’s genuine¬ 
ly excited and sometimes 
surprised. It’s a good feel¬ 
ing to know when you’ve 
been working all this time 
and people are taking no¬ 
tice.” The Band Perry and 
Jake Owen made the initial 
announcement of five cat¬ 
egories Tuesday on ABC’s 
“Good Morning America.” 
Jerrod Niemann and two- 
time nominee Thompson 
Square announced the re¬ 
mainder at the naminees 
later at The Ryman Audito¬ 
rium in Nashville. 

Zac Brown Band and The 
Band Perry were next with 
four nominations apiece. 
Kenny Chesney was nomi¬ 
nated for three awards, 
including male vocalist of 
the year, but country mu¬ 
sic’s top touring draw was 
left out of an entertainer of 
the year categary he wan 
four straight times before 
essentially taking a year off. 
Swift, who won entertainer 
of the year in 2009, is also 
up for female vocalist of 
the year with Carrie Under¬ 
wood, Martina McBride, 
Sara Evans and Lambert, 
wha won the honor last 
year an her 27th birthday. 
Lambert’s husband, Shel- 
tan, will defend his male vo¬ 
calist at the year award this 
year against Paisley, Urban, 
Aldean and Chesney. 

The Band Perry will com¬ 
pete with Lady Antebellum, 
Rascal Platts, Zac Brown 
Band and Little Big Town in 
the vocal group category. 
And the sibling trio is nomi¬ 
nated with Luke Bryan, Eric 
Church, Thcmpson Square 
and Chris Yaung in the new 
artist of the year categary.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Some of TV's top stars aren’t just 
nominated for Emmy Awards; they’re going to help 
present them. 

The television academy says Emmy nominees Amy 
Poehler, Will Arnett, Sofia Vergara and Julianna Mar- 
gulies will help hand out awards at the Sept. 18 cer¬ 
emony. 

Poehler is a double nominee, as lead actress and 
producer of the comedy series “Parks and Recre¬ 
ation.” Her husband, Arnett, is up for guest actor in a 
comedy for “30 Rock.” 

Vergara is nominated for supporting actress in a 
comedy for “Modern Family,” and Margulies is up 
again for an award she won last year: Lead actress 
in a drama series for “The Good Wife.”

Osama bin Laden is dead. So is 
Saddam Hussein, and Abu Mus- 
ab al-Zarqawi, and too many al- 
Qaida No. 3’s to count. Khalid 
Sheikh Mohammed is awaiting 
his military tribunal. George W. 
Bush is home on the ranch, Dick 
Cheney is on book tour, and 
even Gen. David Petraeus is a 
general no more, having traded 
in his stars for a civilian position 
atop the CIA. 

But 10 years to the week after the 
twin towers fell, we are still living 
in the 9/11 era. The names and 
faces are different, the White 
House has changed hands, and 
the country has turned its gaze 
from our distant wars to the eco¬ 
nomic crisis on the home front. 
But U.S. foreign policy is still de¬ 
fined by the choices our leaders 
made while ground zero smol¬ 
dered, and the objectives they 
set. Our approach to the world 
was fundamentally altered by 
9/11, and nothing that’s hap¬ 
pened since has undone that 
transformation. 

Part of this transformation was 
tactical: a shift from a criminal 
justice approach to counterter¬ 
rorism that emphasized investi¬ 
gations, arrests and successful 
prosecutions, to o wartime ap¬ 
proach that emphasized de¬ 
tention, interrogation and as¬ 
sassination. The other part was 
strategic: a decision that Amer¬ 
ica’s national security required 
promoting democracy across 
the Muslim world - by force of 
arms, if necessary - rather than 
accepting the kind of stability 
that various dictators had prom¬ 
ised to supply.Taken together, 
these two shifts gave us the Bush 
administration’s most controver¬ 
sial policies, from Guantanamo 
Bay and “extraordinary rendi¬ 
tion’’ to the invasion of Iraq and 
the nation-building effort that 
followed. Some of those policies 
were walked bock in the sec¬ 
ond Bush term. (The waterboard 
vanished from our interrogation 
repertoire, and there were no 
further wars of choice.) But the 
overall transformation endured. 
It has endured under Barack 
Obama as well, his campaign 
promises notwithstanding. We 
are still fighting a war on terror¬ 
ist groups, complete with the 
indefinite detention, drone at¬ 
tacks and covert warfare that 
infuriated civil libertarians dur¬ 
ing the Bush presidency. Mean¬ 


while, Obama’s first term has 
featured an expanded nation¬ 
building effort in Afghanistan, 
a regime change operation 
in Libya, o possibly permanent 
military footprint in Iraq - and 
the gradual adoption, amid the 
ferment of the Arab Spring, of 
Bush’s freedom agendo rhetoric 
as well. 

The question is whether this con¬ 
tinuity is evidence of success 
or an example of the stay-the- 
course bios to which all govern¬ 
ments are prone. Here it’s worth 
asking a version of Ronald Rea¬ 
gan’s famous question: Are we 
better off than we were 10 years 
ago? The case for answering 
yes is strongest on the counter¬ 
terrorism front, where our shad¬ 
ow war has clearly diminished 
our enemies’ capacity to do us 
harm in ways that our pre-9/11 
efforts never did. 

There are significant moral costs 
to a policy that depends on rou- 
tinized assassination and deten¬ 
tion without trial. But 10 years 
without a major attack, the 
death of Osama bin Laden and 
the steady degradation of ol- 
Qaido and its affiliates ore not 
achievements to be taken light¬ 
ly. The United States will always 
be vulnerable to terrorists, but 
in the decade since we were 
blindsided by Mohammed At- 
ta’s team of hijackers, our spies 
and SEALS and interrogators 
have dramatically improved our 
odds. 

On the strategic front, though, 
it is extremely difficult to argue 
that America’s geopolitical po¬ 
sition is stronger today than it 
was 10 years ago. 

Some of this weakening was in¬ 
evitable: Our extraordinary post¬ 
cold-war dominance couldn’t 
last forever, and the rise of rival 
powers is o phenomenon to be 
managed rather than resisted. 
But our post-9/11 attempts to 
transform the Muslim world have 
cost trillions of dollars and thou¬ 
sands of lives, and won us - well, 
what? A liberated Iraq that’s 
more in Iran’s sphere of influ¬ 
ence than ours, an Afghan war 
in which U.S. casualties keep ris¬ 
ing, an Arab Spring that threat¬ 
ens to encircle Israel with en¬ 
emies, a Middle East where our 
list of reliable allies grows thin ... 
This list doesn’t account for vari¬ 
ous counterfactuals (how much 
worse off we might be with Sad¬ 
dam Hussein in power, for in¬ 
stance). Nor does it account for 
democracy promotion’s long¬ 
term benefits. But after 10 years 
of conflict, we aren’t exactly 
in short-term territory anymore. 
And pointing out that things 
could have been worse doesn’t 
change the fact that our post- 
9/1 1 grand strategy has been 
associated with a steady ero¬ 
sion of America’s position in the 
world. In this context, the fact 
that Obama has kept the Unit¬ 
ed States enmeshed in occupa¬ 
tions and interventions across 
the Muslim world isn’t evidence 
that our strategy is working.Q 



Where the jobs aren't

With the economy stagnating 
and unemployment high, where 
ore the jobs of the future going 
to come from? A few years ago, 
it seemed as though the Green 
Economy could be a big part of 
the answer. 

New clean-energy sources 
could address environmental, 
economic and national security 
problems oil at once. In his 2008 
convention speech, Barack 
Obama promised to create 5 
million green economy jobs. The 
U.S. Conference of Mayors esti¬ 
mated in April 2009 that green 
jobs could account for 10 per¬ 
cent of new job growth over the 
next 30 years. 

Alas, it was not to be. The gigan¬ 
tic public investments in green 
energy may be stimulating inno¬ 
vation and helping the environ¬ 
ment. But they are not evidence 
that the government knows how 
to create private-sector jobs. 
Recently, Aaron Glontz report¬ 
ed in The Times on some of the 
disappointments. California was 
awarded $186 million in federal 
stimulus money to weatherize 
homes. So far, the program has 
created the equivalent of only 
538 full-time jobs. A $59 million 
effort to train people for green 
jobs in California produced only 
719 job placements. 

SolFocus designs solar panels in 


the United States, but the bulk 
of its employment is in China 
where the panels are made. As 
the company spokesman told 
Glantz, “Taxes and labor rates’’ 
are cheaper there. 

There’s o wealth of other evi¬ 
dence to suggest that the green 
economy will not be a short¬ 
term jobs machine. Accord¬ 
ing to Investor’s Business Daily, 
executives at Johnson Controls 
turned $300 million in green 
technology grants into 150 jobs 
- that’s $2 million per job. 

Sunil Sharon, a former director 
of The Smart Grid Initiative at 
General Electric, wrote in The 
Washington Post that the Smart 
Grid, while efficient and envi¬ 
ronmentally beneficial, will be a 
net job destroyer. For example, 
28,000 meter-reading jobs will 
be replaced by the Smart Grid’s 
automatic transmitters. 

A study by McKinsey suggests 
that clean energy may produce 
jobs for highly skilled engineers, 
but it will not produce many jobs 
for U.S. manufacturing workers. 
Gordon Hughes, formerly of the 
World Bank and now an econ¬ 
omist at the University of Edin¬ 
burgh, surveyed the landscape 
and concluded: “There are no 
sound economic arguments to 
support an assertion that green 
energy policies will increase the 
total level of employment in the 
medium or longer term when 
we hold macroeconomic con¬ 
ditions constant.’’ 

Many of the most celebrated 
green tech companies ore 
foundering despite lavish public 
support. Evergreen Solar, the re¬ 
cipient of tens of millions of dol¬ 
lars in state support, moved its 
manufacturing facility to Chino 
before filing for bankruptcy pro¬ 
tection. 

The U.S. Department of Energy 
poured $535 million in loans into 
Solyndro, o solar panel maker 
backed by George Kaiser, o 
major Democratic donor. 

The Government Accountability 
Office discovered that Solyndro 
hod been permitted to bypass 
required steps in the govern¬ 


ment loon guarantee process. 
The Energy Department’s in¬ 
spector general criticized the 
department for not maintaining 
emails that discussed how the 
loon guarantee winners were 
chosen. 

Late lost month, Solyndro an¬ 
nounced that it was ceasing 
operations, laying off its 1,100 
employees. The Department of 
Energy placed the wrong bet, 
potentially losing the taxpayers 
holf-a-billion dollars. 

All of this is not to soy that the 
government shouldn’t be doing 
what it can to promote clean 
energy. It is to say that the gov¬ 
ernment isn’t very good when it 
tries to directly create private- 
sector jobs. 

In 2009, Josh Lerner of Harvard 
Business School published o use¬ 
ful book called “Boulevard of 
Broken Dreams.’’ He found that 
for each instance in which the 
government has successfully 
promoted entrepreneurial ac¬ 
tivity, there is o pile of instances 
in which it failed. 

Lerner details cose after cose 
where public investments pro¬ 
duced little or nothing. But he 
also mokes on important distinc¬ 
tion between government ef¬ 
forts to set the table for entrepre¬ 
neurial activity and government 
efforts to create jobs directly. 
Setting the table means build¬ 
ing on underlying context for 
innovation: funding academic 
research, establishing clear 
lows, improving immigration 
policies, building infrastructure 
and keeping capital gains tax 
rotes low. Lerner notes that one 
of the most important govern¬ 
ment initiatives to encourage in¬ 
novation was the Boyh-Dole Act 
of 1980, which gave universities 
automatic title to research paid 
by the federal government. 
These table-setting efforts work. 
The problem is the results ore 
indirect, the jobs take a long 
time to emerge and the market 
may end up favoring old-ener¬ 
gy sources instead of shiny new 
ones. So politicians invariably go 
for the instant rush. □

‘Contagion’ makes pandemic feei reai

LOS ANGELES (AP) — The 

Hollywood disaster mov¬ 
ie typically comes with 
quakes, asteroids, torna¬ 
does or aliens ripping the 
planet to shreds and manly 
heroes tossing around wise¬ 
cracks as they carry out im¬ 
possible deeds to save the 
world. 

Yet Steven Soderbergh fig¬ 
ured the more authentic a 
potential apocalypse feels, 
the scarier it becomes. 
Opening Friday at U.S. the¬ 
aters, Soderbergh's “Con¬ 
tagion" lays out a terrifying 
scenario — the swift spread 
of a deadly new virus 
around the globe — with 
a mix of personal drama 
and merciless realism that 
makes it both riveting and 
foreboding. 

From the start, director So¬ 
derbergh and screenwriter 
Scott Z. Burns aimed for an 
ultra-realistic tale of a pan¬ 
demic so genuine and lack¬ 
ing in Hollywood egotism 
that — spoiler alert — the 
character played by one of 
the top names among its A- 
list cast, Gwyneth Paltrow, 
dies horribly in the opening 
minutes. 

“The key phrase was ‘ultra- 
realistic.’ At the end of the 
day, to have everything in 
the film either be scientifi¬ 
cally accurate or emotion¬ 
ally and practically plau¬ 
sible would make it scari¬ 
er,” Soderbergh said. “We 
wanted to remove this bar¬ 
rier between the audience 
and the story in which you 
could write it off as sort of 
movie (nonsense).” 

Like 2000’s “Traffic,” the 
drug-war saga that earned 
Soderbergh an Academy 
Award for best director, 
“Contagion” follows a huge 
cast and weaves together 
divergent plot lines into a 
tight, feverishly paced nar¬ 
rative. 

Paltrow plays an adulterous 
Minnesota woman whose 
business trip to Asia puts her 
at the center of a fluke se¬ 
ries of events in which she’s 
infected by a virus that 
jumps species, from bats to 
pigs to humans. 

With the human immune 
system baffled by a virus it’s 


never before encountered, 
the flu-like disease races 
around the world, killing 
people and causing panic 
in the United States, Great 
Britain, Japan, China and 
many other countries. 
Frequent Soderbergh col¬ 
laborator Matt Damon (“The 
Informant!,” "Ocean’s Elev¬ 


en”) is the emotional focus 
of “Contagion” as Paltrow's 
husband, a man in denial 
over his wife’s death and 
misdeeds whose sole aim 
is to protect his daughter 
through the crisis. 

Unlike Damon’s super¬ 
agent Jason Bourne, his 


“Contagion” character is 
an everyman at the mercy 
of fate like the rest of the 
world, keeping his head 
down and trying to ride out 
the horror of mass graves, 
looting, makeshift hospitals, 
quarantine zones and the 
virtual breakdown of soci¬ 
ety. 


“There’s no vanity in any of 
the performances,” Damon 
said. “The characters are 
flawed. They feel very real. 
It feels like the world that 
we all live in and that this 
could happen, because it 
could. The science is really 
accurate. They went into 


painstaking detail to make 
sure of that.” 

The story hurtles from place 
to place, following Kate 
Winslet as a Centers for 
Disease Control researcher 
risking her life in the field; 
Laurence Fishburne and 
Jennifer Ehle as virologists 
racing to crack the code 


of the disease; Jude Law 
as a blogger who adds to 
the panic with conspiracy 
theories that the govern¬ 
ment might be withholding 
a cure; and Marion Cotil- 
lard as a World Health Or¬ 
ganization official trying to 
track how a virus normally 


confined to bats could in¬ 
fect humans. 

“We want a strong immune 
system, so you have to be 
exposed to germs,” Ehle 
said. “The scary thing is the 
idea of something coming 
that no human being has 
any immunity to because 
it has jumped species. And 
no amount of washing 
hands will protect against 
that.” 

To develop a realistic story, 
screenwriter Burns worked 
with top virologists to deter¬ 
mine what truly could hap¬ 
pen. 

The scenario he and Soder¬ 
bergh settled on — an epi¬ 
demic from a virus jumping 
species — is one the scien¬ 
tists say is likely someday as 
human expansion contin¬ 
ues, Burns said. 

“Everything I learned says 
that we are overdue, and 
that it is inevitable as we 
go into these ecotones 
and encroach into the wild 
spaces,” Burns said. “We’re 
going to put bats closer to 
pigs and dogs, and we’re 
going to shake things out 
of the treetops that we 
haven’t seen before.” 
“Contagion” also touches 
on another sort of infection, 
the spread of information — 
and misinformation — and 
the fright that can follow. 
Law's character is a lone 
blogger with his own agen¬ 
da for fanning public distrust 
and alarm. Damon worries 
that traditional newspapers 
and T'^ networks also might 
stoke people’s anxiety. 

“In times of peace and qui¬ 
et, they sell fear, but I won¬ 
der if in a time of genuine 
fear, if they’d have the re¬ 
straint to actually push out 
good information to kind 
of keep people calm,” Da¬ 
mon said. 

“Because a lot would de¬ 
pend on how the media 
behaved. If people are al¬ 
most panicked, you can 
get them to cross the line 
very easily. It doesn't take a 
lot, but I wonder if the deci¬ 
sion would be made in the 
board rooms that too much 
panic would actually get 
people to turn the TV off, 
and then the ad revenue 
wouldn’t be as good. So it 
might be,Q
